he hag insisted in a force- 
ful way that it will be on 
the Administration's —pro- 
gramme and achi¢vementa 
that the Republicans will 
fight this year’s  Con- 
greasional elections, = Mr 
Eisenhower now seems con- 
vineed of the truth that his 
real strenrth with Congress 
lies in his right to appeal 
directly to the people.

United States will find it 
extremely difficult to achieve

UK Imports 
Cost Less 
Last Year 


London, Jan. 20. 
Britain imported last yeur 
a far greater volume of 
goods, and at a much lower 
cost than in 1952, the Board 
of Trade announced here to- 
day. 


Import prices declined 
steadily from the post-Korcan 
peak in the middle of 1051 
until June, 1953, since when 
they have shown little change, 
the Board of Trade said. 


Total cost of Britaln’s jmports 
last year at £3,345,000,000 was 
£ 134,000,000 less than in 1952. 


The volume of her raw 
material imports rose by one 
tenth over 1952, although the 
amount she paid for them was 
25 per cent (£426,000,000) 
less, 

The higher volume of raw 
material importa reflected 
Britain's increased needs to 
mtintain her rising industrial 
production. She bought more 
wool pnd cotton for her. textile 
industries, more iron ore and 
mannganese for steel making ond 
moro timber for building, Im- 
ports of raw rubber were 
greatly reduced, 


Food imports were mainly 
from Australia and Argentina. 
Imports of tobacco increased in 
weight by 41 per cent over 1952. 


OM IMPORTS DOWN 


But smaller defence require- 
ments brought smaller imports 
of finished textiles nonferrous 
metals and machine tools. 


The rapid increase in output 
frem Bietish = pil refineries 
also meant that Britain was ablo 
to cut her 1953 imports of re- 
fined petroleura products. 


The Board of Trade final 
figures showed that exports to 
the dollar areca reached £386,~ 
000,000 — well over $1,000,- 
000,000 and nearly 14 per cent 
greater than in 1952, The total 
value of exports wos £2,582,- 
000,000, the same as in the pre- 
vious year and little different 
from 1951. 1 


The recovery which started 
at the end of 1952 was generally 
maintained throughout last year 
and in. the final quarter exports 
wera running at eight per cent 
more than a year earlier, Ex- 
ports of vehicles, particularly 
aircraft were considerably 
higher in the second half of 
1953 than in the two preceding 
half years.—Reuter.

ASHINGTON makes

bit Philadelphia makes the 
goods — at least, many of 
them. I have heard this 
claim many times when I 
have been in Philadelphia, 


but on this particular visit 
the claim has been qualified. 


Philadelphin, which, like 
Birmingham, is a city of a 
thousand and one trades, 
hopes to go on making the 
goods. At the moment the 
elty, perhaps more worricd 
than New York about a re- 
cession, is a vast bargain 
basement. 


The first man I met—a 
local: newspaperman—said : 
“You'd think we were get- 
ting ready to abandon the 
place.” 


All over town there are 
sales. The windows of the 
stores are plastered with 
posters: “Giant clearance. . 
.. Prices Slashed. .. 
Must Get Rid of Stock. . . 
Selling at Coat.” 


I dropped into John 
Wanamakers, one of the 
world’s great stores, a 
huge, elegant shop which 
sella quality goods. Al- 
though it was a_ crisp, 
bright day, ideal for shop- 
ping, there were not many 
people at the counters. 


A clerk told me: “Every- 
one's complaining. Business 
is way off. Of course, this 
is a slack period just after 
the holidays, but I haven't 
known it as slack ag this 
for years. Quite a few 
people have been laid off in 
this area — there are 200,- 
000 unemployed in Pen- 
nsylvania alone—nand it’s 
worrying.” 


Drastic cuts 


SAW fine watches cut a 

third in price, beautiful 
tweeds, some of them Bri- 
tish, reduced by 26 percent, 
SheMeld plate, soft leather 
shoes, luggage, dispatch 
cases—al| drastically down 
in price. 


I went into the radio and 
television department and 
heard “commercials” I had 
Hstened to over and over 
again on my car’s radio.

Stocks of cars in the sales 
rooms ond garages still in 
business are high and mount- 
ing. 


I don't want to give the Im- 
pression that Philadelphia is on 
the verge of o depression, but 
it Is obvious that the boom fa 
over. 


Here in Philadelphia you can 
see what happens when jobs 
run out, Goods bought on the 
hire-purchase system—ond s0 
many arc@—are reclaimed by 
the finance companics, house~ 
wives cut their budgets, people 
reduce thelr purchaso of luxur- 
ies, young men and women 
leave town looking for work. 


This Is happening on w small 
scale in this city of 3,000,000 
people, a stable, sober, welle 
balanced clty, British in 
character and manner, and not 
given 10 excesses like Los 
Angeles or the boom-and-bust 
“get rich quick” and “go broke 
quicker" towns, .
